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1. The former emergency airfield to the south of the village of Kreugzbruch 
(2-8) was being used as & tank maneuver ground in mid-August 1947. Thera 
25X11 ere no longer any airfield installations there and the grass areas have 
ean rendered valueless fcr aircraft take-off purposes by the tank track 
ruts. The original landing strip bas been lengthened towards the east, 
25X14 end is now dotted with various forms of anti-tank obstacles. 


ae To the weet of the Liebenwalde-Zehlendorf road (Z-87) wooden barracks tave 
been erected to accommodate sore 10,000 troops. In the woods behind these 
barracks large-scale tank exercises are carried out by units which core to 
the area for training. Instruction by a resident cadre about 1,000 strong 
fs given in the driving of tanks, trucks, staff cars, and motor cycles. 
To this end there are about 180 trucks and small numbers of various tyves 
of tanks attached to the training unit 


(I 3. <A complete tank regiment srrived in the area in March 1947 and underwent 
training there until June or July 1947. 


[| On 20 August 1947 a convoy of trucks arrived at the camp. There were no 
units under training at the time and the trucks appeared to be the advance 
fuard of a new unit about to arrive.

In the woods approximately 3.* km N of reustrelitz (U+54) and on the E side 
of the road to lisren /U-35) there were sixty to seventy 7-34 tanks during 
late August 1947. Tank exercises took Place daily on he training ground 
near the west sido of the rain Feustrelitg-Taren road, This training ground 
lay directly oprosite the woods referred to above. The road was closed to 
civilian traffic. 


The troons in tc raneuver area were well-clo‘hed and the tanks were fully- 
manred, The gun barrels of all tte tans seered to be rew. During +he 
exerc’ses, firing wit? Live am-unit'or tock rlace. ‘he targets fere wooden 
houses, of which about eight to ten have beer erected on the training ground, 
“rere were also o’her wooden tarrets, A high watch tower was erected in the

Also in «ke woods rent‘oned in raragravh 7 is an arrunition dump con‘aining 
3,000-£,000 tank skells. “he length of the stelle is judged to he 70-&0 em 
and ‘re caliber 10.5 ¢, ‘re shells are lying in small corcre*e bunkers, of 
vhich nine were seen. These bunkers look lke potato clams and are about 
*en to twelve meters long, with strong steel doors. They stand about 1.50 
m above the pround, but their decth could not be ascertained. "“e ares of 
tte arrunition dump is surrounded br a wire fence. Each bun'ter is guarded 
by a sertry with a subrachine pur; the gate is also guarded by a sentry. 


On the south side of tke woods rentioned in paregreph 7 are barracks. The 
followin sipn was seer on a standard flying over the harracks: 
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DBberitzer 


T.44 tanks are now attached to the arvoured uni‘ stationed in ‘he barracks 
on the Déberitzer-leerstrasse, Déberitz (2-65),. On August 1947 twenty type 
1-34 tanks were unloaded from the railway siding adjacent to the barracks. 
In rlace of the custorary 85 mm cannon, t- ese vericles reunted a 125 mm 
weapon without a mugzle brake. 


Saxony 


In Glauchau, (K-35) on the grounds of the barracks therc, large concrete 
surfaces were being laid in late August 1947. Sore of these ‘ave been 
completed and tank driving instruction is being given to young tank troops 
there, Tank exerc‘ses were also carried out on the Geldnde am Forsthaus 
near Glauchau in the direction of the road te Lichtenstein (K-45). 


In KBnigsbrick (A-31), there were large concentrations of tanks in late 
August 1947, The war college at Weirar is reported to fave moved to 
KSnigsbriick. 


For ‘he past two weeks ‘eavy artil‘ery units ‘ave been stationed in Kénigsbrlick, 
while wooden barracks have been erec*ed in the nearby woods. ‘The stone !:ouses 
on the edge of the wood at the training ground have been rain'ed with red crosses. 
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
